Join the Militia

Many Canadians are wondering 
what they can do about the war. 
They are paying taxes, but that 
does not seem to be enough. They 
could try to join the active service 
forces, of course, but they probab- 
ly have domestic and other respon- 
sibilities which delay their action 
in this regard. What can they do? 
They can join the militia. r 


FOR HOME DEFENCE ONLY 

The Non-Permanent Active Mili- 
tia has about the same function in 
war as it has in peace, Its object 
is to give men military training in 
their spare time, two or three even- 
ings a week, so that they will be 
reasonably prepared for active 
military service if and when the 
need. arises, ‘The man who joins 
the- militia keeps working at his 
job, keeps living at home. The 
only difference it makes to him 
ig that he is going down to his 
local armories to parade and be in- 
structed on regular evenings, He 
has no uniform, an armband. He 
may get a uniform from the gov- 
ernment later on, but at present 
there are none available for the 
militia.

It does not cost anything to join 
the militia. Nothing has to be pur- 
chased. He will lose a little time 
in the Maer rg but that is all.

The great advantage of militia 
training is that it enables a man 
to prepare himself for anything 
that may come. By joining the 
militia, he does not change his life 
and his position as a civilian. But 
he makes an effective move toward 
the defence of his country. 

The man who joins ‘the militia 
gets at least a partial preparation 
for army life ,and makes his trans- 
ition (should it come) from civilian 
to army life a fairly simple matter. 
This transition might come in three 
ways. Firstly, he might decide 
to volunteer for active service over- 
seas. In that case, he would stand 
a good chance of acceptance, and 
more rapid advancement in the 
active service unit he then joins. 
Secondly, his militia unit might be 
called out for active service in the 
defence of Canada. In that case, 
he would stick to his unit, but 
become a full-time, instead of a 
spare-time soldier. Thirdly, he 
might await his call under the 
principle of universal service re- 
cently adopted by the Canadian 
government. In that case, he would 
find the going a lot easier, whether 
he stayed in the same unit or was 
transferred to another . 

The militia units are following 
one of the major principles of or- 
ganization in this war, They are 
trying to place men in the positions 
where their training and ability 
will be of the greatest value. Men 
with special training will be ad- 
vised in what way that training 
will be most useful to defence 
of Canada, Beyond this, of course, 
there is the great advantage of 
military training in national spirit 
and morale, Men who are turning 
out two or three evenings to train 
for Canada’s defence are .building 
up a strong democratic foundation 
for this country, both during the 
‘war and after. They are accepting 
‘the responsibilities, as well as the 

privileges of being a Canadian,’

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LBERTA RED CROSS volunteer workers are maintaining their 
vigorous stride in war work. Since February Ist their con- 
tributions to date of July 10th have enabled Divisional Head- 


quarters ‘to ship 1,396 cases of surgical, soldier, and refugee supplies 
Overseas. 


Included in this grand total were 77 cartons containing 2,614 
blankets, 173 cases containing 183,306 surgical dressings, 516 cases con- 
taining 153,705 articles of soldier supplies, and 28 ie carrying 9,720 
articles for refugee relief. > 


Farm Storage Important 

ITH PRESENT Prospects for a good crop in the Prairie Pro- 
W vinces this fall, attention of farmers is being directed to a 
critical situation which is to be faced when harvest time 
arrives. We quote the following from a letter received from the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool:— 


“It is feared that many Alberta farmers do not fully realize 
the seriousness of the congestion now existing in grain storage. It is 
a certainty that before harvest proceeds very far this coming autumn 
what elevator space is left will be completely plugged. Every farmer 
should make plans to provide all the farm storage he possibly can. 


“The terminal elevators on both Atlantic and Pacific sea- 
boards, as well as terminals on the Great Lakes and also in the interior, 
are pretty well loaded with wheat and other grains at the present time. 
The surplus grain is backed up inot country elevators, which is an 
unprecedented state of affairs. 


Whatever the federal government may do will not relieve 
the storage congestion. © The great bulk of the grain that will be 
threshed this fall will have to be retained on farms. In order to 
prevent damage and loss every effort should be made to provide as 
much safe farm storage as possible. 


“It is apparent that it may be impossible to market grain 
in poor condition, and this is a phase that should not be neglected. 


“It won't be long now’ before harvest is here and the least 
possible delay is desirable in developing farm storage plans.” 


Plans For Registration 
Of All Canadians 


LANS FOR THE registration of all Canadians having reached 
p the age of 16 years were made known by Hon. James G. Gard- 
mons, 


iner, Minister of National War Services, in the House of Com- 
Necessary organization has been created, Registration dates 
have been set to commence August 19 and end August 2ist. 
Members of Parliament have nominated registrars and deputy 
registrars in their constituencies, and they in turn will appoint tc 
registrars in all polling subdivisions. 


. 


All persons are required to attend registration booths on the 
given dates, to answer questions (18 for men, 19 for women) put to 
them by the deputy registrars. Answers will bé written on registra- 
tion cards. In cases where a. person is ill or incapacitated the deputy 
registrar may sent an assistant to complete the registration at that 
person's home. ' 


If a person fails to register, he or she will be punished by 
a fine of $200 or imprisonment for three months or both, with an addi- 
tional penalty of $10 a day for each day elapsing between the close of 
registration and the person's registration or trial. 


A fine of $100 is provided for refusal to answer any registra- 
tion question; a fine of $200 or three months’ imprisonment or both for 
giving misleading answers; and a fine of $200 and imprisonment for 
any person advising any citizen to refuse or omit to comply with the 
regulations or impeding any officer in carrying out the regulations. 


All persons will be given registration certificates, which they 
will have to carry with them at all times. Penalties are provided 
by the refusal or failure to produce certificates on demand. Other 
penalties are "provided by the Registration Act for the protection of 
both the State and the people. 


In the words of Hon. James G. Gardiner, registration of all 
the people of Canada will serve two purposes, “the first one being to 
get a complete picture of the conditions existing with respect to man- 
power and woman-power in Caneda today, with regard to where they 
are, their background and their condition of health, All information 
of what, kind would be required, but to all departments of Government 
~old age pensions, health, and so on, This information can be used 
for different purposes in connection with the care of our population 
during a period of war, and perhaps afterwards. 


“The other purpose is the one which has been outlined, name+ 
ly that of obtaining registration of those who are available for training 
in Canada immediately and throughout the war period.” ' 


Indications are that voluntary organizations will be set up 
in each ‘constituency, in addition to officials appointed by the gavern- 
ment, to help carry out the task of registration.

1s not a’ man of science in. the 
world who would even dare io 
say that one species was evet ev- 
olved into another. The seed of 
each is in itself, and they bring 
forth “after their kind” this day, 
as Moses said, 

The crowning disproof of the 
theory of Evolution is the coming 
of Jesus Christ into the world. If 
he be but the Son of man, if that 
be true, then nearly two thousand 
years ago the Supreme Man app- 
eared. He has never been equalled 
never remotely approximated. He 
stands apart, having in all things 


the preeminence. Therefore whence 


came He? From whom, from what, 
come that matchless Personality 
who dominated the thought of the 
world—whence did he come? If 


once you assume Him to be what’ 
He said he was, that He actually 
came into human life, intruded if 


you like upon the course of human 


history, what then? We read just 


now the divine challenge to Job 
when he was asked by the Lord 
“Canst thou send lightnings, that 


they may go, and say unto thee, 
Here we are?” 


But He who called 
Himself the Son of God said, “Here 
I am.” Whence came He? 


So could we speak of the world 
record of miracles, of the atone- 
ment, of the resurrection of Christ. 
They ‘are all contrary to the prin- 
ciple of Evolution. I say, logically, 
one cannot believe in the divine 
inspiration and supreme authority 
if the Bible as being the infallible 
word of the living God ,and at the 
same time believe in Evolution. 
Do not deceive yourself. If yOy 
try to flirt with these things and 
endeavour ‘to retain your reputa- 
tionveas being quite: abreast of the 
times, by yielding a mental assent 
to evolution, you will be driven 
or at least to discount your Bible: 
you cannot hold both, even as you 
cannot serve two masters. 

When it is realized that accept- 
ance of these anti-Scripture views 
come of an unillumined mind, you 


will not’ be surprised at anything |; 


that follows. On the one hand, if 
you accept the first verse of Geni- 
sis; and once assume God to be, 
His»creation of the world by al- 
thighty, fiat and His successive in- 
terpositions down through the ages 
are to be expected. He is God; 
this is His world; and He will not 
allow Himself to be driven out of 
it. ‘There is a sense in which the 
coming of His Son might reason- 
ably have been expected. Is it not 
inconceivable that God would 
create this world and people it 
with human intelligences such as 
we iow know. have obtained 
through the historic centuries as 
His human children, and fail to 
give them an authoritative and un- 
mistakable communication so that 
they might know what He wanted 
them to do? It is to me the most 
reasonable thing in the world that 
He should haye spoken. If we 
had not a Bible, the logical mind 
ought to go Jooking for one. There 
must be some communication from 
heaven. If there be a God, He will 
not be silent and leave us to grope 
in the darkness. If you believe 
that, you will have no difficulty 


‘with the rest of the Book. 


On the other hand, relegate God 
to the unknown and say, “I do not 
know whether there be a God, I 
will begin with the created order 
and find out who made it. I 
will dream my dreams,” you will 
never find your way to God, Ev- 
olution, in the last analysis, is not 
a science. It ought not to be call- 
ed a science, Evolution is a phil- 
osophy. Science confines itself to 
the realm of demonstrable fact, 
that which can be established. But 
to push the mind back to prehis- 
toric ‘times, and begin reckoning 


millions and billions of years—well | 


the man who does so is safe en- 


ena, and play fast and loose 
the facts of either, and you 
soon find yourself naturally assum- 
ing the same attitude toward ev- . 
erything that Book teaches, : 
Some modernists have said that 
it is not necessary to accept the 
doctrine of the virgin birth in 
order to be a Christian, that one 
can still retain his place in the 
church, while refusing to believe 
in the virgin birth of Christ. I 
suppose it is conceivable if Ged 
had so willed it, that the incarna- 
tion could have been effected 
through two human parents instead 
of one. But the question is, What 
has God said? What has the Word 
of God to say about it? His prom- 
ise was to the woman, that her 
Seed should bruise the serpent’s 
head. The Bible says that Jesus 
Christ was born of a virgin, that 
He had a human mother, but no 
human father. You cannot possib- 
ly defy that withoyt denying the 
historic accuracy and authority of 
Matthew's Gospel, and Luke’s Gos- 
pel. He must indeed deny the 
truthfulness of the New Testament 
in general, for where the virgin 
birth is not specifically stated, it 
is everywhere implied and assum- 
ed. When people have said that 
Genesis is not true, it is inevit- 
able. that they should say that 
Matthew is not true. If I pick and 
choose in one part, +I may pick 
and choose in another, 


Not only may the virgin birth 
be denied, but we are told that we 
ean be Christians without believ- 
ing in the literal resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Again you cannot 
deny the reality of the physical 
resurrection of Christ without 
denying the divine authority and 
accuracy of Holy Scripture, because 
the Bible does actually say that 
Jesus Christ rose from the dead. 
If Jesus did not rise from the dead, 
the Gospels are_not realiable. If 
He was not virgin-born neither the 
New Testament nor the Old is 
true. If they be taken from us, 
we cannot be sure whether He 
ever came at all. I affirm that 
there is no fact’ in history more 
thoroughly attended than the 
truth of the resurrection. How 


any man calling himself a Christ- 
ian minister can say that one can 
be a Christian while denying the 
resurrection of Christ passes my

I am glad to see that Sir Thomas 
Inskip has most strongly objected 
to that position. Sir Thomas is 
the Minister of Defence in England 
and a noted Evangelical. He said 
that to deny the resurrection of 
Christ is to deny Christianity. Of 
course it is, absolutely. If a man 
deny these cardinal principles, he 
cannot hold fast the profession of 
the faith without wavering. 

The view under consideration 
would reduce the Christian religion 
to a matter of mere opinion. Who- 
soever entertains certain opinions 
may be saved! If it is to be a 
matter of faith and not of opinion, 
the question is, Faith in whom, and 
faith in what? We believe that 
the Bible is certified by the per- 
son of Christ Who is revealed all 
through its pages to be the very 
Word of God.
